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Paul  C.  Reinert,  S.J. 

To  Deliver  Second  Annual 
Harry  S Truman 
Distinguished  Lecture 

On  Tuesday,  March  13,  Father  Paul  Reinert,  President  of 
St.  Louis  University  and  a nationally  recognized  leader 
in  the  field  of  education,  will  deliver  the  second  annual 
Harry  S Truman  Distinguished  Lecture. 

Father  Reinert  will  speak  in  Marian  Center,  and  his 
address  will  be  “Leadership  and  Pluralism  in  Higher 
Education”.  The  lecture  will  be  at  8:00  P.M.  We  en- 
courage those  interested  in  attending  this  important  event 
to  call  in  a reservation  to  the  Avila  switchboard.  The  lec- 
ture is  open  to  the  public.  There  will  be  a question  and 
answer  session  after  Father  Reinert’s  talk,  followed  by  a 
reception. 

Father  Reinert  will  conclude  one  of  the  longest  and  most 
distinguished  tenures  of  any  university  president  in  the 
nation  on  July  1,  1973.  Including  his  brief  stint  as  acting 
president  in  1948,  he  will  have  reached  his  25th  year  in 
office,  which  is  15  more  than  any  of  his  26  predecessors. 
As  he  steps  down  as  president  he  will  immediately 
assume  the  position  as  Chancellor  of  the  University, 
which  will  mean  a former  president  withdrawing  from 
internal  administration  to  concentrate  on  long-range  plan- 
ning and  support. 

Father  Reinert  is  immediate  past  chairman  of  the  900- 
member  Association  of  American  Colleges  and  president 
of  the  National  Council  of  Independent  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities (as  of  January  16,  1973).  He  has  been  president 
of  the  Association  of  Urban  Universities,  the  College  and 
University  Department  of  the  National  Catholic  Educa- 
tional Association,  and  other  associations  in  the  field  of 
higher  education. 

He  is  the  author  of  To  Turn  the  Tide  published  by  Pren- 
tice-Hall in  1972.  The  book  suggests  some  immediate 
measures  that  would  guarantee  the  survival  of  the  na- 
tion’s pluralistic  system  of  higher  education.  Father  Rein- 
ert prescribes  some  specific  steps  that  should  be  taken  at

the  state  and  federal  levels  as  well  as  on  the  campuses  to 
avert  the  demise  of  private  education.  To  Turn  the  Tide  is 
a report  on  Project  SEARCH  which  he  conducted  in  1971. 
SEARCH  was  a national  series  of  small  conferences  involv- 
ing leaders  in  business,  labor,  education  and  government, 
who  were  brought  together  to  determine  a practical  strat- 
egy that  could  immediately  be  implemented  for  the  res- 
cue and  renewal  of  the  private  sector  of  higher  education. 

Father  Reinert  is  nationally  recognized  as  a leading 
spokesman  for  higher  education,  and  particularly  for  pri- 
vate higher  education.  He  has  served  on  Presidential 
commissions  under  Presidents  Nixon,  Johnson  and  Tru- 
man. He  has  also  served  on  a wide  range  of  national 
commissions  and  executive  boards  of  many  of  the  major 
educational  organizations.

A reception  on  March  2 from  7 to  10  P.M.  will  highlight 
the  opening  of  FIVE  FORMS  OF  SYNTHETIC  NATURE  by 
James  J.  Craig,  Art  Instructor  at  Avila,  The  show  will 
be  in  the  “Hole  in  the  Wall  Gallery”  lower  Ridgway  Hall 
on  campus  and  will  run  March  2 through  March  31.  Gal- 
lery hours  for  this  show  will  be  Monday-Friday  8 a.m.  to 
5 p.m.  and  Saturday  1 to  3 p.m. 

According  to  Mr.  Craig  the  philosophy  behind  this  show  is 
Synthetic  Nature  ...  A series  in  Threat  Art.  Man’s  ability 
to  “make”  things  has  become  a threat  to  the  balance  of 
nature.  He  has  tied  himself  to  the  objects  that  he  has 
made.  In  doing  so,  he  has  threatened  his  relationship 
with  his  environment  and  has  jeopardized  his  existence. 

Synthetic  nature,  which  is  composed  of  man-made  ob- 
jects, poses  a threat  to  the  environment  and  ultimately  a 
threat  to  man.  This  synthetic  nature  — symbolized  here 
by  spikes,  needles,  and  razor  blades  — threatens  the  men- 
tal as  well  as  the  physical  well-being  of  man.  Synthetic 
nature  is  changing  our  planet,  and  man-produced  objects 
are  changing  our  lives.  This  project,  then,  is  a statement 
about  fear.
